The Tunis Treaty Occasions Excitement 
in Italy—Consternation in Russia 
Over the Czar’s Manifestoes. 


Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 14.—The Jews of 
Kbarhoff and St. Petersburg fear attacks by 
the populace. Subscriptions in aid of the dis- 
tressed Jews in Southern Russia has been 
opened here. 

ST. PETERSBURG, May 14.—Sukhanoff, the 
naval officer arrested as a Nihilist, served asa 
volunteer in the Servian war. It is stated that 
the officers are compromised. 

FALSE RUMORS. 

LONDON, Mav 14.—A St. Petersburg special 
reports as follows: On the Bourse yesterday 
the Russian loans were nominally 2 to3 per 
cent lower. There were really no buyers. The 
repoits that an extraordinary close guard is 
kept around the Emperor at Gatchina are de- 
nied. He goes about freely in the grounds. 

The alarming statements by foreign journals 
regarding the health of the Empress are un- 
founded. The stories about armed Cossacks 
guarding the ante-rooms in the palace nightly 
are pure inventions. 

ABSOLUTISM. 

The Czar’s manifesto and the resignation of 
Liberal Ministers comes like a thunderbolt on 
those who are in a position to be well inform- 
ed, 

The relapse into Absolutism is iamentable 
in itself and in its symptoms. 

A Berlin correspondent of the Times says: 
The Czar’s nanitesto has caused great disuap- 
pointmentin St. Petersburg. People begin to 
resign themselves to a regime of reaction. Ap- 
prehensions of further disasters are rife. Itis 
expected that the Nihilists will promptly pub- 
lish a counter-proclamation and an issue will 
be joined. Nothing seems to be known in re- 
gard to the process by which 
the,Czar’s momentous declaration was gen- 
erated, but it}hbas taken every one completely 
by surprise. On the Bourse Russian securities 
are sensibly depressed, and the financial jour- 
nals advise the holders to sell out. 


France. 

LONDON, May 14.—The correspondence be- 
tween Lord Granville, Foreign Secretary, and 
Challomel Lacours, the French Ambassador 
here, relative to the commercial treaty, is 
published. The latter informs Granville that 
he thinks unnecessary excitement prevails in 
England in regard to the changes inthe French 
tariff. France intends to abolish the advalorem 
duties—desires and intends to replace them by 
a direct equivalent amount 1n_- specitic 
duties. Granville replies that it will 
eTtord much satisfaction to England to learn 
France does not contemplate a departure from 
the statu quo. Itis to be noted the fulfilment 
of Challome! Lacours’ assurance depends en- 
tirely onthe negotiation of the new treaty. 
which is doubtful. Under the general tariff 
not moditied by the treaty the status quo will 
certainly not be maintained. 

THE FRENCH FLEET. 

LONDON, May 14.—The Athens correspondent 
of the Manehcster Guardian says the French 
admiral left Piraeus suddenly yesterday to 
cruise off Suda Bay, with orders to intercept 
any Turki -uf-war bound for Tunis, 

ss rr TNE PRES. 

Panis, May 14.—Rokestan has been gazetted 
as Minister Plenipotentiary of the first class 
resident at Tunis. The newspapers all ap- 
prove thetreaty. The Republique Francaise 
expressed its admiration at the manner in 
which the Government conducted the affair 
and points tothe necessity of extensive im- 
provements in the regency with a view to pac- 
ifving the people and preparing the way for 
peacelul progress in Africa. 


Greece, . 

LONDON, May 14.—Dispatches from ‘Athens 
agree in stating that an opinion is growing 
there that Turkey, withthe covert assistance 
of the German Powers, is intent upon prevent- 
inganearly settlement the frontier ques- 
tion. The conditions “proposed by the 
Porte as a preliminary to commencing 
the transfer of the ceded territory are re- 
garced as unacceptable and vexatious. The 
Porte continues sending troops to Thesaly, 
and is hastening the. construction of fortitica- 
tions along the entire frontier. 

Austrian agents in Thessaly, Epirus and 
Macedonia are urging the Wallach population 
to protest against the annexation. Dervish 

asha, the Turkish ecommander, is 
offering terms to the Albanians 
on condition that they will prepare 
to descend into Thessaly and oppose the Hel- 
lenic ocqppation. There is ageneral Delief 
that the frontier question can only be settled 
by war. The Government continues to move 
the army tothe frontier with a view to taking 
over the ceded territory, but will do nothing to 
mar the good effect they believe has been pro- 
duced in Europe by their prompt acceptance 
of the decision of the Powers. 


Italy. 

LONDON, May 14.—The Times correspondent 
at Rome transmits a summary of the Franco. 
Tunisian treaty as published there. it pre. 
sents remarkable discrepancies with Premier 
Ferry’s statement in the French Senate yester- 
day. It omits the Bey’s guarantee of the war 
indemnity and says tie entire territory includ- 
ing Bizerta isto be evacuated as soon asthe 
execution of treaty is assured, except some 
points on the mountains inthe hKroumir terri- 
tory. , 

It has the appearance of being cooked to allay 
the excitement which from the tone of the 
press seems too high. 

RESIGNED. 

ROME, May 14.—The Ministry have tendered 
their resignations. The stipulations in the 
Franco-Tunis treaty excite great indignation 
here.

GENEVA, June 14.—The Swiss representatives 
abroad have been instructed to ascertain the 
views of the various States relative to the 
adoption of an international law regulating 
the hours of labor in factories.

George Mills, the art emissary of the Fair 
Association, has returned from New York, 
reporting very favorably of the resuit of his 
mission—the selection of pictures for the 
October exhibition. Mr. Mills found that 
St. Louis had advanced considerably in 
the estimation of the art world, 
and quite a strong interest is 
evinced among the best artists for a repre- 
sentation in exhibitions here.

Louis Museum 
ot Fine Arts, Lucas Place and Nineteenth 
street. This is the greatest impetus which 
hus ever been civen tg the development of 
art inthe West, and the brightest and best 
results are looked for in the judi- 
cious management of this grand _ insti- 
tution. Every confidence’ ix expressed 
inthe Board of Control, aided by the coun- 
sel and ability of Professor Ives, whose heart 
is in the work, and who never stops short of 
suceess. During the week the sculpture and 
picture galleries have been thronged with 
Visitors, Who express gratification and sur- 
prise at the display and the superb 
surroundings of the new art’ home. 
A largely indorsed suggestion in 
the correspondence columns of the Vost- 
DISPATCH, a few evenings since, bas elicited 
the official announcement of Professor Ives 
that, vielding to public desire, the Museum 
Will be open two evenings next week, Tues- 
dav and Thursday, from 8 o’clock to 10 
o'clock. If the attendance demands it the 
calleries Will be illuminated on other even- 
ings likewise. It should perhaps be borne 
in Wind that the loan collection of pictures 
Will only remain upon the walls for a few 
weeks, and advantage should be taken of the 
present opportunity to view the finest col- 
lection of canvases ever recorded in the 
West. Itis boped tbat in addition to the 
endowment fund, which Mr. Leighton 
stuated so liberally on the opening night, 
the walls may receive contrfbutions 
from generous art-patrons to enrich the at- 
tractive*qualitios of the museum, and that in 
course of time a permanent display of pic- 
tures may be reckoned among the features of 
the Lucas Place Temple. After the summer 
vacation the students of the Art Depart- 
ment of Washington University will oc- 
the class-rooms at the Museum, and 
the practical uses of the Crow Memorial 
Museum will then be fully developed. The 
loan collection in the tive picture galleries 
affords a fair idea of the character and ex- 
tent of art treasures’ adorning the private 
gaHeries bere. It is a highly creditabie 
showing.

STEPHANIE’S TEARS. 


Why She Wept at Her Marriage With 
the Crown Prince of Austria. 
Vienna Cor. New York Graphic. 

A curious story was Whispered in court 
circies last night, and is repeated again this 
morning, perbaps with embellishments. It 
relates to the sudden outburst of emotion by 
the Princess Stephanie at the critical moment 
of ber marriage yesterday, and gives as the 
explanation of that sensational incident a 
story Which sounds like romance, but which, 
its relators affirm, is correct in every essen- 
tial particular. Briefly told, it is this: 

The Princess had been carefully, perbaps 
too carefully, brought up in seclusion by her 
parents, and she was eonstantly watched over 
with great ‘solicitude. She very rarely saw 
anything of the world outside of her own 
home, and her visit to Paris with her father 
ut the time of the late Exposition was the 
tirstand only occasion on which she had visit- 
ed any capital save Brussels. But while at 
Paris, bv an accident or through the monren- 
terv inadvertence of her father, she met an 
American gentleman. She and her father 
were in Paris’ incognito, and were 
living in a quiet manner at a not over- 
pretentious hotel. The American, ignorant 
of the real name and rank of the young lady, 
but charmed with her beauty, grace and sim- 
piicity, fell quickly in love with her. Seizing 
wa opportunity one afternoon when the Pirin- 
cess Was for amoment separated from her 
father, Who was busily engaged in examiniag 
some machinery and she was standingin an 
acjoining aleove, the American told her who 
he was, explained in avery few words that 
he possessed wealth in abundance and an un- 
sullicd name; told herthat headmired and 
loved her, and asked her permission tospeak 
to her father, whom he presumed to be only 
a well to-do manufacturer or merchant, and 
solicit from him the privilege of paying to her 
bis addresses, inthe hope of Winning her 
affections and making wher bis wife. 
The Princess, to whom all this was like 
a dream, knew not what to reply; and see- 
ing her besitation, the American renewed his 
protestations and pressed his suit with such 
passion that the Princess, becoming alarmed, 
and catching a glimpse of her father in the 
distance, hastily fled to him. A few inquiries 
on the partofthe American soon afterward 
disclosed to him who was the young lady; 
and this disclosure put an end to what hopes 
he might have entertained. Upon the return 
of the King and Princess to Belgium, how- 
ever, be followed them, not with any inten- 
tion of thrusting himself upon the young 
lady, but that he might occasionally have 
the gratification of seeing her at a_i dis- 
tance when she appeared in public. This 
vratification he did receive more frequentiv 
than he had boped, and his passion deep- 
ened. The Princess was not unaware of his 
presence, and something like a romantic, ale 
though wholly hopeless, affection sprang up 
between the two. After the announcement 
of the betrothal ofthe Princess to Prince Ru- 
delph the American disappeared from Brus- 
scbs, not, however, without seeing stephanie 
once more as she was driving with her 
mother through the park in Brussels. But 
on ber jourbey to Vicuna she saw bis face at 
(fferent stages of the jeurney, and, aceord- 
ing tothe story as told by one of the ladies- 
in-wWaiting, the -melancholy and despair 
wanifested by the handsome American 
afflicted her. She saw him at Schon- 
berg, and then imagined that she should 
never again see him. But it appears he 
found his wav into the church of the Au- 
gcustines, and occupied a place near the left 
side of the altar. it was when happening to 
raise het eves in that direction the Princess 
met his gaze that that she broke out into that 
fit of hysterical weeping which for some mo- 
ments interrupted the ceremony. When, 
somewhat recovered, she looked again toward 
the place he had occupied, he had disappear- 
ed. Nothing that happens in court circles in 
Vienna is long concealed, and long before 
midnight last night this story was being told 
in the salons of the palace.’

Back from Pcru—He Describes That 

' Country’s Whisky and Fleas. 

From the Philadetpinia Times. 

Paul Boyton, N.N. N. (Noted Natatorial 
Navigator), Who a few days ago returned 
from South America, where for eight mouths 
be held a captain’s commission ii the Peru- 
vian Toa pedo Service, reached this city yes- 
terday and was interviewed by areporter for 
the Times. As several interviewers into 
whose hands the Captain fellin New York as- 
serted that he was ‘‘bronzed and hearty,” 
the Times reporter verified that important 
fact before touching oa anything else. 

The Captain fairly bristled with facts about 
the war between Chili and Peru, the politi- 
eal aspect of affairs in those countries wad a 
breezy knowledge of the public and private 
habits and customs of the black, white and 
vellow inbabitants of the country. The Peru- 
vian Government engaged him to swim out to 
sea and with torpedoes biow up the iron-clad 
vessels of the enemy. The Captain had four 
patent swimming suits and an abundant sulp- 
ply of torpedoes, furnished by his sanguin- 
ury employers; but Chilian war vessels were 
scarce and their commanders disgustingly 
ceutieus, refusing to come along shore and be 
Hlown to flinders mereiy for the sake of prov- 
ing the etliciency of the Peruvian navy aud 
the excellence of the Captain’s inflated cos- 
tume. are 

The Peruvian torpedo service, commanded 
by Captain Boyton, consisted of three sail- 
boats, loaded with dynamite and manned by 
pirates of the various breeds. Every eveuing, 
as rosy-faced Aurora crept down into the cra- 
die of the horizon, the Peruvian arniy assem- 
bled on the quay to witness the hoisting olf 
three leg-o’-mutton sails, and when the trian- 
cular armada stood out in search of prey the 
cheers of the home guard were stirring enough 
to inspire even the *‘white devil,” as the abo- 
rigines were pleased to call Captain Boyton. 
The scurvy Chilians, however, noted each of 
these warlike departures, and,in order to 
avoid demonstrating the efficacy of torpedo 
warfure, on each occasion set all sail for the 
opeh sea. 

The Captain, however, says he was in tio 
battles on land and several minor naval en- 
gugements where guns were used. He gave 
vlowing accounts of the manliness of Don 
Nicholus de Pierola, Dictator of Peru; a 
sketch of the alleged battle of Miraflores and 
other “‘inoving incidents by flood aud field,” 
and coneluded his war sketches by a graphic 
destription of the wayin which ‘**Minister 
Christisn skedaddled from the conference 
of Foreign Ministers when the first gun 
was fired on the field of Miratlores.’’ 

As it lias been asserted by unreliable inter- 
viewers that Capt. Boyton said the water ta 
Peru was bad, he wishes to say that it is not 
as Villainous as the whishy, but adinits that 
Hat beer can be had at M4 per bottle. While 
in Peru he lived principally on fish and pork, 
without beans. In his torpedo expeditions 
the sea lions and seals, Which Jie Says are in 
countless numbers along the Peruvian coast, 
interrupted him frequently 
lite and jumping over him in 
the W:iter. lie imagines that the 
sea birds supposed bim to be a corpse in 
the water, as thev followed himin tlocks of 
thousands and frequentiv interrupted his 
paddling. He Gescribes tbe Peruvian fleas 
us particularly active and voracious littie 
creatures, and seemed to entertain a greater 
fear of them than he did forthe entire C iil- 
ian army.

Progress in Ocean Steam Navigation. 
From the London News. 

It took just about twenty years’ time to 
calry the first experiments in ocean steam 
navigation to the practieal success which was 
emphasized when the first Cunarder left the 
Mersey. As early as ISI? the Savannah, a ves- 
selofsome 800 tons burden, had strugzled 
across the Atlantic in twenty-six days. The 
thing could be done, that wae clear, so fur as 
the overcoming of physical ditliculties was 
concerned. But so long as a steamer, with her 
terrible consumption of fuel and her small 
cupacity for cargo, took as long a time on the 
voyace as a Well-appointed packet ship, com- 
merce could have nothing to say to the mat- 
ter. Brains were at work, however, both on 
the Clyde andon the Avon, and the Clyde 
erudged the Avon none of the praise that re- 
sulted from the first voyage of the Great 
Western from Bristol to New York in the 
unprecedented short time of thirteen days 
and ahalf. This was in 1838, when the ex- 
perimental period of ocean steam navization 
was drawing toa close. The day of the ship 
with paddles—and the Great Western, much 
as she surpassed her predecessors, Was es- 
sentialiy this—was atan end. It was onthe 
Clyde, and for the Cunard mail service, that 
the idea of the ozeaun steamer was worked 
out. Stout, biuff-bowed vessels thev were, 
built with the solidity of frigates, and at a 
cost Which notbing but an extravagant sub- 
sidy coutd justify. Well, however, they did 
their work, burning coal ata rate frightful, 
in these more economical davs, to contem- 
plate; jogging out to sea deep laden in placid 
indifferenee as to weather; jogging punctu- 
ally into port with funnels white to the top 
With salt water, keeping up alone for full ten 
vears the thread of steam communication be- 
tween the Old) World and the New. ‘Then 
began the inevitable compctition which led to 
the establishment of various transatlantic 
steam companies. 


Clocks inthe Earthquake. 
Stockton (Cal.) Independent, April Il. 

The most curious circumstance connected 
With vesterday mornipe’s earthquake was 
the steppage of all of the pendulum elocks 
hanging acainst eastern walls, showing that 
the vibration was werth and south. Cloeks 
hanging against othé@r walls were not affected. 
Inthe jewelry store of Charles Haas there is 
ncalondar clock which on Saturday night 
was about five hours fast. It was impossible 
to putthe hands back without disarranging 
the gearing, and the only way in which it 
could be regulated was to turn the hands 
forword until they {marked the right time. 
As this process required about fifteen min- 
utes, and was exceedingly tedious, Mr. Haas, 
when he left at 9 o’clock, stopped the pen- 
dulum, intending to regulate the cloek on 
the following day. The earthauake 
saved him the trouble, When 
he came to his store yesterday 
morning the timepiece was ticking away like 
a pawnbroker, and, what is still more remark- 
able, it was correct toa second. The town- 
clock is propelled by a pulley and tackle, and 
consequently such a mild convulsion as that 
of yesterday morning did not disturb the se- 
renity of its equanimity. The final cataelysm 
Will probabiy set the old Janus-faced chrono- 
meter back a few moments, but earthquakes 
never will. No material damage was effected 
by the tremble, as far as we can learn, except 
the shattcring of a few nerves and the loss of 
Sleep attendant upon the excitement. The 
ylastering of ceilingsin several houses was 
adly cracked, crockery thrown from shelves, 
chimneys toppled from lumps, besides num- 
berless unimportant occurrences of a similar 
character. Atthe jail Officer Fields thought 
upon awakening from a sound sleep that the 
prisoners were trying to break out. The pri- 
soncrs thought somcbody was trying to break 
in. 
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A North Carolina Flying Machine. 
From the Charlotte Observer. 

It is now learned that Dr. Danial Asbury’s 
ying machine will be given its finishing 
touches within one week. For two years Dr 
Asbury. with the aid of a skilled mechanie, 
has been engaged in perfecting his idea. So 
far as can be gathered froan the description of 
those who have enjoyed the privilece of view- 
ing its construction about the followiny idea 
isgiven of it. The invention reverts to lirst 
principles for its basis. Nature furnishes the 
model, and the birds of the air are robbed of 
the secret oftheir motive power for its pur- 
pose. The body of the invention is in shape 
something between a boat and the body of AQ 
bird. The wings are made of Canvass and 
constructed in imitation of a bird's wings 
They measure thirty feet from tip to tip. 
They are made to Operate, not by working 
the arms, as is supposed, but by ingenious 
machinery to which a pedal Is attached, and 
Which is worked bythe foot like a sewing

FEARFUL ACCIDENT. 


A jPainter’s Peril and His Cool Pluck May 
Save Him Huis Life. 

A frightful accident occurred at Winkle- 
meyer’s brewery, corner of Seventeenth and 
Market streets, at noonto-day. William Pat- 
terson, a painter, was standing on some boards 
laid over a steeping tub puainting a hopper 
through which the hops are put into the 
Vat.

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NEWS BUILDERS. 


How the Reading Matter of Metro- 
. politan Dailies is Evolved. 


The Man **What Does the Ritin’ ’—The 
Rest Who Béss the Job—The Poet 
Who is Sat Upon, Etc. 


In these days there is nothing that the 
public are more familiar with than news- 
papers—biz daily newspapers. And taken as 
a whole, they are good judges, too, of the 
quality of newspapers. Individual opinions 
about a paper are not worth a fip, but the 
people will generally support that” paper 
which is really the best. But, though people 
are as familiar with newspapers as with 
¢heir bread and butter, still they have gener- 
ally a very erroneous and ofttimes ludicrous 
idea of the way in_ which such 
newspapers are prepared. The sanctum of a 
newspaper office is eyery day invaded by 
some hesitating individual who inquires,*Are 
you the man what doesthe writing for this 
paper?’ or, “I want to se@ the man who 
writes the localitems.’? Others will pass by 
the business office and go up to the editorial 
rooms seeking to buy a copy of “last Friday’s 
paper,’’ or magnifying the importance of the 
local staff will call for the ‘dog editor,’’ or 


the “‘fishing editor,’ the “hotel editor’? and 
ihe like. They know as litde 
of the making of the paper. which 


they daily read asthey doof the hat which 
they daily wear. And this is not strange 
either, for it takes a long apprenticeship for 
aman to learn the news paper business, and 
when he thinks he is master of it heis gen- 
erally only beginning. A general explana- 
tion of the departments of a metropolitan 
paper and ofthe duties of tne heads and 
subordinates of these departments Is some- 
thing which has been written many times, and 
yet the subject has not worn out. 
THE MANAGING EDITOR. 

The title of managing editor does not imply 
that its holder is the heavy weight writer of 
ithe paper. He mayor nmiay not write, but 


his chief duty is to manage those 
who do write. Editorial matter 
is that Which custom places upon 


the left band of the fourth paxze of an eight 
page paper, like the Globe-Democrrat, 
the Republican and the PostT-DISPATCH. It 
expresses opinions on all questions, but 
cives little news, and in it the pronoun ‘‘we” 
is used. The managing editor detines the 
policy of the paper, subject only to the pro- 
prietors. He has associate editors or 
tanteditors under him. They write and he 
passes upon their ¢work in or- 
der that they may not conflict. 
‘Correspondence and communications goes 
through the managing: editor’s hands. In 
smaller papers the managing editor may do 
agreatsamount of writing himself. Inall 
cases he is manager of the whole writing 
force if he so chooses. 
LITERARY AND NEWS EDITORs. 

The literary editor is an undetined sort of 
apersonage who writes book notices and 
does such work asis. needed which isofa 
more literary character than that of the edi- 
torial or local departments. Heis apt todo 
what he can do best, and is sometimes news 
editor, or his seryices are dispensed with al- 
dogether. 

The news editor is the man who handles 
the shears and does the elippings from ex- 
changes.- His position is avery important 
one. There are very few superlatively good 
news editors inthe country, and one who is 
such makes his selections almost by inspira- 
tion. The work is contining and tedious. The 


AsSis- 


/ news department originally embraced 
. all news outside of local news, 
. and hence included the _ telegraph. 
But in the last twenty-five years 
the use of thetelegraph by newspapers 


® has increased to such an extent tbat the cre- 


ation of a telegraph department has been 
necessitated, leaving only the name of news 
‘to the department. It really contains the 
jeast news and the stalegt news of any por- 
tion of the paper. It should be filled with 


‘spicy and varied information culled from 
exchanges, not according to the editor’s 


Whim or preference, but according to the 
public taste and with something to catch the 
eve of everv taste. 

THE COMMERCIAL EDITOR. 

The commercial editor has charge of the 
commercial department. Heshould have at 
least two assistants, one for the financial and 
one for the live stock. His own province is 
the Merchants’ Exchange and its transactions. 
His workis laborious and requires practice 
rather than literary ability. A green hand 
‘can do nothing with the job, as it requires a 
whole page set in smalltype and containing 
countless figures. Sometimes the financial 
department is made important and separated 
fromthe commercial by the creation of a 
financial editor who may then write financial 
editorials for the editorial page. 

THE TELEGRAPH EDITOR. 

The telegraph editor receives and arranges 
all the telegrams as they comein. They have 
‘to be capitalized, punctuated and headlined. 
As the messages come piecemeal—a little of 
this, a little of that, and then some more of 
the tirst, etc., the job of telegraph editor 
is verv harrassing, and requires a very 
rapid worker. The Chicago Times and 
‘some other papers require two telegraph 
editors. Thetelegraph editor of a morning 
sppaper isthe last man to leave, and rarely 
closes before 5a. m. 

AMUSEMENT EDITOR. 

Itis only the very largest papers in the 
country that can afford to pay a capable man 
to write amusements exclusively. He is gen- 
erally connected with some other department 
of the paper,according to his tastes and abili- 
tices. The amusement editor is supposed to 
attend the regular theaters nightly. He is 
probably dramatie critic and music critie at 
the sametime. Minor amusements, such as 
concerts, lectures, readings and festivals, he 
either notices without attending or they are 
turned over to the city department, anda 
local reporter is sept to write them up. The 
amusement editor of the Republican is also 
literary editor, andthe amusement editor of 
the Giobe-Democerat is assistant city editor. 
The position of amusement editor or drama- 
tic critic is a very difficult one to fill. His 
ability as a writerand a thinker should not 
be inferior to that of an editorial writer, and 
his familiarity with the stage and the people 
upon it should be unlimited. 

THE CITY DEPARTMENT. 
*The city department of a paper is cer- 
tainly its most Important division, and con- 
stitutes its chief attraction to the average 
reader. It also requires the most labor in 
its preparation, and is the cagise of more 
worry and excitement around the office than 
allthe rest of the paper put together. The 
city department is presided over by the city 
or local editor. He has corps of assistants 
known as reporters or local reporters. The 
city editor theoretically does no local writing 


Dut only directs those Who do. In 
practice, however, he is forced 
to do considerable pencil work, and on 


OCCASIONS may have to serve as reporter fora 
sborttime. Hehas the whole city before 
him, sud he hasa certain number of repor- 
ters totraverse that city and collect all the 
transactions of the day worthy of note. He 
must so utilize his force as to miss as little 
news as possible. He has always the dread 
before his eyes of being beaten by an opposi- 
tion paper, and hence the strain upon him is 
“reat. Without exception, he has more holes 
10 fiithan he has pegs to till them with. Te 
Iust/ keep a record of all events which 
Willoccur, so that when aday arrives he 
may know where areporter is needed, what

The reporters leave soon for their 
several tasks, and are not generally required 
to be at the office again until six or half-past 
six o’clock, by whic time their afternoon 
work must be written up. At about seven 
o’clock at night assignments are made out 
and again the force separates. The work 
continues vefy rapidly then until midnight, 
when most of itis out of the way. Some.re- 
porters are then allowed to go home, but a 
relay is kept on hand until 2 or 2:30 a. m. 
for emergency. These scour the Police 
Stations for late news. Sometimes there is 


editor goes off duty at 10 or 11 p. m., and the 
assistant takes charge as night editor, stay- 
ing till the last man goes. The assistant need 
not then report for duty before2or3 p. m. 
next day. The city editor overlooks all copy 
prepared by reporters and changes it or sup- 
presses it as he sees fit, and he only is re- 
sponsibbe after it has passed his hands. The . 
highest number of local reporters employed 
by any St. Louis paperis twelve or fifteen, 
and they vary greatly in efficiency. Some 
duties about a newspaper only require indus- 
try and a pair of legs. 
HOW NEWS IS GATHERED. 

A common remark made to reporters is 
‘*How in the world do you fellows manage 
to get hold of so much news? I don’t see 
where you find it.”’ News gatheringits to a 


certain extent reduced to a_=e rule, 
like everything else, and the rest de- 


pends upon the keenness and extent of ac- 
quaintance of the several reporters. There 
are a number of regular sources of news 
places Which always furnish information. 
For instance in St. Louis it is the work of 
one good man to attend tothe happenings in 


and around the Four Courts 
Building. _He must be entirely 
familiar with the place, and thence 


the same man is assigned to this spot each 
day. There is a regular reporters’ room in the 
police headquarters. Then there is the 
Court House, which affords ample work for 
another able man, and the United -States 
Courts. The City Hall well worked will keep 
one person busy. The Justices’ Courts and 
the several Police Stations must all be visited 
at intervals, and sometimes there is a regular 
police reporter who attends to nothing else. 


The botels must be visited a couple 
of times a day and promi- 
nent arriyals looked after for _ inter- 


views. Minor places of regular information 
are the Publie School headquarters, the Fair 
office,the public offices of Insurance Building, 
the tire engine houses andthe like. When all 
these sources have been drained, and the ex- 
tra public meetings, conventions, ete., at- 
tended to, the paper will be found to be well 
filled. Fires, floods, accidents, etc., are ex- 
traordinary events and make sensations, and 
alwavs come when least expected.’ Some- 
body is always needed to look after sporting 
matters, but this only takes a small portion of 
histime. In St. Louis it is custemary to 
separate the river and railroad 
news from the rest of the local news and put 
it in charge of a distinct individual. Contrary 
to general public opinion, newspapers of to- 
day have very little use for 
SHORT-HAND REPORTERS. 


Not three daysina year does any St. Louis 
paper require a short-hand reporter. If one 
is needed an extra professional man ean be 


hired. For all ordinary conventions, . meet- 
invs and general work the skilful long-hand 
reporter is far preferable. He is really 
faster than the stenographer, for when 
ameeting is throuzh his copy is ready for 
the printer, while the short-hand man _ has 
just begun his work. The long-hand report 
is always the most interesting and the more 
readable. Then besides, there are ,very few 
rood stenographers whoare also good news- 
paper men. The constant habit of writing 
everything in full makes them poor conden- 
sers. The long-hand man is forced by ne- 
cessity to become expert in putting the 
substance of athing into a§pbrief, interest- 
ins form. 
AFTERNOON PAPERS. 

The work upon afternoon papers varies 
considerably from that of morning journals. 
The hours are shorter, but the work must 
*’o on much faster, andto make fast work { 
yood work requires peculiar ability. The 
collection ofnews begins at aboutS a. m., 
and is practically over ats p.m. The whole 
citv bas to be covered as with a morning 
paper, butthe lengthy night meetings are not 
in the Way totake uptime and space. Nearly 
all the interesting news of ae day, 
outside of legislative proceedings, occur be- 
foresop.m. | 
MISCELLANEOUS, 

City newspapers donot pay for original 
poenis or stories, neither do they want such 
effusions asa gift, although thev may be verv 
creditable to their authors. The reason for 
this is the great abundance of good reading 
matter which can be had from magazines and 
exchanges.

Up to 1869 the above clause appeared in all 
the acts of the General Assembly and ordi- 
nances of the City Council conferring fran- 
chises for street railroadsin St. Louis. Fran- 
shises granted subsequent to that time contain 
the following: 

‘*And the space between the tracks or rails 
shall be kept in good order by said company.’’ 
NOTE THE OMISSION. 

In the iniquitous legislation from which St. 
Louis has suffered at the hands of venal repre- 
sentatives at Jefferson City, there is nothing 
worse thanthis. The original clause required 


of the companies the construction and 
perpetual repair of four feet of the 
street, besides the space between rails, 


wherever there was a single track and of eight 
feet wherever double tracks ran. The standard 
gauge was established at four feet and ten 
inches. Thusthe responsibility for the con- 
struction and repair of eight feet single track 
streets and of sixteen teet for double track 
streets Was placed upon the street railroad 
companies. They 
ACCEPTED THE CONDITIONS, 

built and operated their roads under them and 
maintained the streets in condition. 

The shameful betrayal of the city’s rights in 
1869 stands outin bolder reliet and withouta 
shadow of extenuation when the other acts of 
the Legislature are taken into consideration. 
In 1tt5 the Legislature passed what was called 
‘*4n act for the relief of street railroads.’’ 
This started out with the following: 

WHEREAS. Certain street railroad companies 
inthe city or st. Louis are asking from this 
General Assembly additional privileges, such 
aus raising the rates of fare, alleging as a reason 
inability to carry onthe business at the pres- 
ent rates; and whereas the corporators oft said 


street railroad companies eagerly sought 
and obtained the franchises they 
now possess, the right of way on the 


publie highways, and so forth,for private pur- 
poses, and,at the time,deemed such tranchises 
PECULIARLY VALUABLE, 
and did not pay said city pecuniary consider- 
ation for said franchise; and whereas, all pri- 
vileges granted to corporations,and especially 
such as affect theright of way on public bigh- 
wavs, shouid be granted forthe benefit and 
convenience of the public, and not selely for 
individual speculation ; 

The relief consisted in the following proposi- 
tion offered the companies: 

SECTION 1. That any street railroad coim- 
pany in the city of St. Louis, feeling its inabil- 
ity or indisposition, from pecuniary Joss, to 
curry forward the business at present rates of 
fare, may notily the Mayor ot said city of sueh 
disposition, and surrender thereby all their 
chartered rights and franchises within three 
months from the passage of this act. 

~Ec. 2. The Mayor may immediately pro- 
ceed to dispose ot said tranchises by public 
sale, after proper notice by publication of 
time and place of said saie, and shall sell the 
sume tothe highest bidder. 

sire. 3. The proceeds of the sale of said fran- 
Chises shall be applied to the

“re. 4. The purchaser shall pay the tate com- 
pany tor the roadbed and track,the tirst cost of 
suid bed and track, and for the rolling stock 
and stables suce sum as muy be appraised by 
disinterested appraisers selected by both par- 
ties for that purpose, 

Itis significant that not a single street rail- 
road company of St. Louis, and the franchises 
ot ull now in operation with a couple of ex- 
ceptions were then in existence, availed itselt 
of this equitable opportunity offered = to 
set outofthe busiress. They went on run- 
ring just asif they had a good investment, in- 
stexadd,ofa losing one, as they pleaded. In 
Ir67 there went into operation a law creating a 

COMMISSIONER OF STREET RAILEOADS 
in St. Louis, andobliging the roads to make 
swornreturns of the uumber of passengers 
canried. The six monihs of that year from 
Mirch to September showed the following:

Calculated on a cost of $8 a Vay foracar, 
the company’s own figures, these returns were 
shown to give a large profit.

PURCHASE OF VOTES, 

The interests of St..-Louis were for sale tothe 
highest bidders, Partictlarly influential were 
the Street railroad men. They early demon- 


ttrated their ppower. The New § £=York 
Capitalists interested in Missouri 
steam railroads wished to get through 


an act repealing the clause which required di- 
rectors in the corportions they had invested 
with to be residents of the State. They raised 
a fund of $,000 to be used in putting their bill 
through, and intrusted the money to the street 
railroad lobby froin st. Louis. To useavulgar 
isin, the New Yorkers, when the Assembly ad- 
journed, learned that they had been ‘‘milked.’’ 


They fot nothing, but the street railroad 
nen got everything. Not only were they 


restrictions and limitations of former sessions 
repealed, but privileges were conferred which 
have made St.Louis street railroads better than 
gold mines, inflicted on the city the curse of 
bad streets and put burdens on the public 
Which have not yet been wholly thrown off. 
The Legislature of that winter foisted the 


ticket and the seven cent fare 
system on the*® patrons of the — street 
railroads, But the worst of all was. embraced 


in the following, which still remains in force: 

The annual tax levied or assessed,for State, 
county or city purposes upon street railway 
compxunies inthe State of Missouri shall be 
assessed upon the value of the property owned 
by each of said companies in the same manner 
andto the sume extent as assessments are 
nade upon the property of individuals, In ad- 
dgdition to the annual tax herein provided each 
Ot said railway companies shall pay a license to 
the city of St. Louis, to be tixed by ordinance 
Of said city, not exceeding twenty-five dollars 
per anhum for each car run by said companies 
respectively, and the taxes and license payable 
under the provisions of this act shall be in lieu 
of all tases, burdens and ¢ rpenditures, and repairs 
of streets outside of their track, required of sack 
companies by former laws aud ordinances. 

THE CITY ROBBDD, 

Thus the city was robbed of its rights. The 
construction and repair of from one-tenth to 
one-filth ot the entire area of all streets occu- 
pied by the railroads was suddenly imposed on 
the city w hen the companies had undertaken 
it in accepting the franchises and had carried 
itoutforyearm. Nota dollarof consideration 
was given the city for the imposition of this 
burden. That the leyislators were wel] paid for 
the iniquity there is no room to doubt. More 
to that act of 186% than to anything else is dune 
the execrable condition of the streets which 
bas existed ever since.

CORN IN THE SOUTH. 


Report ®@pon Its Condition by a St. Louis 
Expert. 

Mr. Jno. T. Fears, one of the St. Louis Board 
of Grain Inspectors, returned this morning 
fromatriptothe South, where he went to 
inquire into the condition of corn. sent 
fromthismarket, and reported by the receiv- 
ers to be damaged. Mi Fears visited Atlanta 
and Augusta, Ga., and, also to within a short 
distance of Charleston, S.C. He found a con- 
siderable portion of the corn to bein the bad 


condition represented. This was not alone 
corn from St. Louis, which by 
the Way he found in best shape 


of all, but nearly all the corn that has been 
shipped to these places lately from Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Virginia and every other point was 
heating. This is ascribed entirely to the very 
hot weather they have had in the South and 


the entire absence of ventilation 
to the cars the grain was ship- 
ped in. The present time of the 


year is the germinating season for corn, and it 
does nottake it longtu get outof condition 
when kept entirely from the air. Some of this 
corn had been from 15 to 30 days on the way 
or lying on the track atits destination, all the 
time confined in box cars where not 
the lenst air could reach it. by the 
advice Of Mr. Feurs§the southern holders 
of this corn will have it taken out of the ele- 
Vator and spread out, cither upon the floor of 
some building or on the ground, where it will 
be thoroughly aired, and My. Fr is of the opin- 
ion that it will then dry out nicely and bein as 
good shape as when tirst shipped. It is not 
alone corn in the South that has been affected 
by the hot weather, as bay has heated and 
meats soured from its effects.

Retail Rates of All Supplies That Cheer 
the Iuner Man. 

The week has been favorable and the mar- 
keters all report a good and increasing trade 
for all supplies. 

Butter—Elgin creamery, the vest, 35¢ per 
pound, which is a decline of 5c_per pound; 
country roll butteris selling at 20e and 25c 
per pound; dairy butter, the best, can be had 
ut 25e and 35c per pound. | 

For eggs the demand continues good, but 
prices have fallen from 12/2 to 10 cents per 
dozen, and for goose eggs 15 to 16 cents is 
demanded. The call for cheese still contin- 
ues brisk, with figures from 8 to 15 cents per 
pound. 

Fresh Meats—A rushing trade has_ been 
done this week among the dealers, with beef 
ranging from 12’2 to 16’2 cents per pound; 
mutton goes from 10 to 11's cents per pound; 
alikinds of sausage sells at 10 cents per 
pound; dressed lambs from $3 to $4 each. 

Fresh Fish—Although there is a very strong 
inquiry for river fish but few can be had,from 
the fact that the riveris at sucha high stage 
that they cannot be caught. Other varieties 
of fish aue selling slowly and quotations rule 
from & to 1242¢ and lie per pound. 


Vegetables—The dealers all report a good 
trade during the week, in fact better than any 
week during the season. Tomatoes are sell- 
ing at$1 25 per peck; strawberries at 10 cents 
per quart box; squash, 25 to 30 cents per 
dozen for choice Jarge; new potatoes are 
roing at from $1 50 to ¢1 75 per 3-peck boxes; 
cucumbers, 75 to 8 ceuts per dozen; for old 
potatoes the market is dull and weak, offer- 
ings liberal, dealers well supplied, with pri- 
ces at 30 to 40 cents per peck; sweet potatoes 
25 to 40 cents per peck ; carrots 25 cents; pars- 
nips 25 cents; apples 25 to 50 cents, and sup- 
ply ight; cucumbers. two for 25 cents; new 
beets 25 cents per dozen; new cabbage $3 per 
dozen; green peas 50 cents per peck; string 
beans $1 25 per peck. 

Live Poultry—Chickens dressed, 35 to 40¢ 
each; receipts small and quotations firm; 
choice ducks 50 and 75 cents each; turkey, 16 
to 20 cents per pound. 

Game—Scarce. Snipe are selling at $1 50; 
plover ducks, 50 cents each; teal ducks 75 
cents each. Rabbits and squirrels, no quo- 
tations, season closed.

it was expected that some few should make | 


their Government remarkable for something 
more than pompous display. and oppressive 
extortion. Qne of the m dst distinguished of 
the better class was the Count of Revillagige- 
do, who was Viceroy toward the close of the 
 Jast centyry. He was aman of great enersy 
and decision, zealots for the advancement of 
the country committed to his care, and ap- 
parently rather uncompromising in the meas- 
ures which he took to prompt it. He laid out 
roads, constructed pridges, raised embank- 
ments round the lakes, had er neipal cities 
. ‘well paved and lighted, and established an effi- 

 elent police. His name was a great terror tothe 
brigands of that day as it is now to foreigners 
unskilled in Spanish gutturals. 

His most inconsiderate act was perhaps 
thatof giving es cognomen to a 
group of islands off the west coast of Mexico, 
which were surveyed during his adfajnistra- 
tion. 

His government is still well remembered, 
and nage stories are told of him, evincing a 
rather whimsical character. He was accus- 
tomed to make nightly rounds inthe city, in 
order to assure himself that his regulations 
for its quiet and security were carried into 
effect. On one occasion itis related that, in 
_ walking through a street which he had or- 

dered to be paved, he suddenly stopped, and 
sent a messenger to the director of the work 
requiring his instant presence. 
he usual phrase with which he wound up 
such commands was ‘‘io espero aqui” ([ await 
him here), which had the effect of producing 
an extraordinary degree of celerity in those 
who received them. On this oczasion the of- 
ficer, who was enjoying bis midnight repose, 
sprang from his bed on receiving the startling 
summons, and rushed half dressed, with dis- 
ordered haste, to learn the purport of what he 
presumed to be a pressing and most import- 
ant business. 

He found the Viceroy standing stiff and 
composed on the sidewaik. When the pant- 
ing officer had paid his obeisance to his mas- 
ter, “I cd to have been obliged te dis- 

rb you, senor,’’ said the latter, “tin order to 
cal) your attention to the state of P deca pave- 
ment. You will observe that this flag-stone is 
not perfectiy even,’’ touching with his toe 
one that rose about half aninch above the 
rest of the sidewalk. 
to strike my foot against it this evening, and 
it occurred to me that others may be as un- 
Jucky as myself, unless the fault be. im- 
mediately remedied. You will attend to it, sir, 
and reportto me onthe subject to-morrow 
morning.” 

With these words he continued his round, 
leaving the officer in a state of stupefaction; 
but it is asserted that the pavements of Mex- 
ico, forthe rest of His Excellency’s govern- 
ment, were unexceptionable, 

Another anecdote, of a similar kind, places 
his peculiarity of temper in a still stronger 
light. In perambulating the city one pleas- 

“antevening about sunset, be ftound that a 
street in which he was walking terminated 
abruptly against a mass of wretéhed tene- 
ments, apparently the lurking-places of vice 
and beggary. He inquired how it happened 
that the street was carried no farther, and 
that those hovels were allowed to exist, but 
the only information that he could gain was 
that such had always been the case, and that 
none of the authorities had considered them- 
selves bound to abute the nuisance. He sent 
immediately for the corregidor. ‘‘Tell him 
that I await him here,” he concluded in atone 
that had the effect of bringing that function- 
ary at once tothe spot. He received orders 
to open without delay a broad and straight 
avenue through that quarter as far as the bar- 
rier of the city. 

It must be finished, was the imperious com- 
mand, that very night,so far as to allow the 
Viceroy to drive through it on his way to 
mass the next morning. With this the Count 
turned on his heel, and the astonished corre- 
gidor was left to reflect upon his disagreeable 
predicament. The fear of losing his office, 
and perhaps of some worse consequences, 
gave himenergy. No time was to be wasted. 
All his subordinate officers wes instantly 
summoned, and laborers were collected frou 
every partoftbe city. Noexpense was spared. 
The very buildings that were to be removed 
sent jorih crowds of lazzaroni(or lepros, as 
this class was styled in Mexico), willing for a 
few reals to aid in destroying the walls that 
harbored them, secure of tinding shelter in 
other quarters when they needed it. A 
hundred torches shed their radiance over the 
scene, 


All night long the shouts of the workmen, 
the noise ofthe pickax and crowbar. the 
crash of falling roofs, and the rumbling of 
carts kept the city in afever of exvitement. 
Precisely at sunrise the state carriage, with 
the Viceroy, his family and suite, left the 
palace and rattled over the pavements in the 
direction from which the tumult had pro- 
ceeded. At length the new street opened be- 
fore them. Ten thousand workmen, in a 
double tile of dirty faces and toil-stained 
hands, fell back on either side, and madethe 
air resound Witb vivas us they passed. 

Through clouds of dust, over the unpaved 
earth, strewn with fragments of plaster, be- 
tween lines of split ,and djsmantied houses, 
the carriage swept along, till, at the junction 
of the new street with the road leading to the 
suburbs, the corregidor, hat in hand, with a 
- smnile of conscious desert, stepped forward to 

receive His Excellency, and listen to the eom- 
mendation bestowed on this prompt and skil- 
ful execution of his commands. Should any 
one be unreasonable enough to doubt the 
truth of this story, let him be aware that the 
street is still standing to testify toit, and is 
known by the name of the Valle de Revill- 
agigedo to this day. 

These stories give someidea of the kind of 
authority exercised by the viceroys, which 
_ Was certainly far more arbitrary than that of 

their sovereign in bis Spanish dominions. 
Thereis another adventure, told to displa 
the excellence of his police system, in whic 
the Count figures after a rather melodramatic 
fashion. It seems that among the creole 
nobles who, with the high officers of Govern- 
ment, made up the Viceroy’s splendid court, 
there was a certain old Marquese de(—,)a stiff, 
formal sprig of aristocracy, whom fortune 
had endowed with estates and two remark- 
ably pretty daughters, and it was doubted by 
some whether the care of his money or his 
daughters gave him the most trouble. 

The eldest, whe bore her father’s titie, was 
celebrated for her beauty, of a kind un- 
common in those regions, for she hada fair 
skin, blue eyes and golden hair. Hence she 
Was everywhere known as the fair-haired 
Marquesa. Her sister, who, on the contrary 
was very dark, with eyes like a gazele, Sand 
raven bair, was called the pretty brunette. 
But different as they were in looks, and _ per- 
haps in character,there was one trait in which 
they agreed amazingly, and, as it is one very 
rare in their sex, we may suppose it to have 
been a kind of family failing. It is asserted 
that they were the least bit in the world cap- 
ricious, or, if We must say it, coquettish to- 
ward their adinirers.

She looks upon a man as 
a mysterious, wonderful, fascinating and per- 
ilous being, who is never to be represented to 
her mind in any other character than that of 
lover or husband. This state of things con- 
tinues in the case of the women of both 
countries until a marriage engagement is 
formed. Then the German woman goes into 
a second retirementin her husband’s home, 
her knowledge of the male portion of man- 
kind extending now to the one man who has 
married her. The French woman on the 
contrary bursts for the first time upon the 
world. She isinvested with rignts and dig- 
nities, finds herself surrounded by men, is 
subject to flattering attention, feels the charm 
of such intercourse, becomes conscious of 
her power—in short, she obtains the oppor- 
tunity for her new study under singular con- 
ditions.

A Rare German General. 
From the New York Sun. 

Gen. Von der Tann, who died suddenly the 
Other day, was one of the most popular of 
German Generals. In 1849 he led the volun- 
teers in Schleswig-Holstein against their 
Danish oppressors, and distinguished him- 
himself afterward in 1870 at Woerth, Sedan, 
and Orleans. The name of Gen. Von der Tann 
was disagreeably familiar to the inhabitants 
of the Ardennes, the Bealuce, and the Perche 
ten years ago. He was under the Crown 
Prince at the head of the Bavarian contingent 
which set fire to Bazeilles. They surprised 
Gen. de Failly at Beaumont,and they were re- 
pulsed by Gen. Chanzy at Coulmiers and 
Patay. The inhabitants and the Catholic 
gentry were surprised tofind that Von der 
Tann’s blue-coated and flaxen-haired troops, 
who went to mass on Sunday, were harsher 
conquerors than the Protestant Branden- 
burgers. Severe discipline held back the 
latter. Von der Tann’s corps looted the 
chateaux wherever they passed, and their 
General, who had a taste for. curiosities, did 
not attempt to hold them back.

We sawed 
it east of the place we wanted to use it and 
let it warp itself to its destination, with mea 
and dogs to head it off at the right time. We 
never lost a stick.’’
